Testimony of Experts. 

An action was brought by an attor- 
ney-at-law against his- client to recover 
$2,000 for legal services, and in proving 

the value of these scrvieos he put upfni 
the stand as witnesses live fellow-attor- 
neys, who estimated their value from 
$.5,440 to .«1,000. The plaintiff recov- 
ered a judgment of .*l,><oo, the Court 
havinir charged the jury that thev 
should find Uieir ▼eraict on the testf- 
juony of the attorneys, and the defend- 
ant carried the case up to the Supreme 
Court of the United .States. In tliis 
case, Head vs. Har^rave, that court, in 
April, reversed the judirniont. Mr. Jus- 
tice Field, in the opinion, said: 

** The evidence of experts as to the 
value of ])rofessional services does not 
ditler in principle fi-ora such evidence 
as to the value of labor in other <le- 
])artment8 of business, or as to the value 
of property. So far from layincr aside 
their general knowledge aud ideas, the 
jury should have applied t^at knowl- 
edge and those ideas to the matters of 
fact in evidence in detennining the 
weight to be given to the opinions ex- 
pressed, and it was only in that way 
that they could arrive at a just conclu- 
sion. While they cannot act in any 
case upon particular facts material to 
its disposition resting in their private 
knowledge, but shcmld be governed 
by the evidence adduced, they may, 
and to act intelligently they must, 
juilge of the weight and force of 
that evidence by their own general 
knowledge of the tiibjeot of mquiry. 
If, for example, the qucMrtion were as to 
the damages sustained by plaintiff from 
a fracture of his leg by the carelessness 
of a defendant, the jury would ill per- 
fonn their duty, and probabiy come to 
a wrong conclusion, if, controlled by 
the testimony of the surgeons not 
merely as to the injur}' inflicted, but as 
to the damages sustained, they should 
ignore their own knowledge and ex- 
perience of the value of a sound limb. 
Other persons besitle professional men 
have knowledge of the value of pro- 
fessional services, and, while great 
weight should always be given to the 
opinions of those familiar with the sub- 
ject, they are not to be blindly received, 
but are to be intelligently examined by 
the jury in the light of their own gen- 
eral knowledge; they should control 
only as they are found to be reason- 
able." — Bradstrcet. 



Ad infasion by Ants« 

The invasion of the Island of Grenada 
by ants nf the sac harivora species, 
about a liundred years ago, was quite 
Homeric in its magnitude. "They de- 
scended from the hills, ^ w*' are told, 
"like torrents, and the plantations, as 
well as every path an«l road for miles, 
were lilled by them. Rats, mice, and 
reptiles of every kind became an easy 
pre^ to them; and even the birds, 
which they attacked whenever they 
alighted on the ;:;r(Mnid in search of 
food, were so haras.sed as to be at length 
unable to resist them. ^Streams of 
water opposed only a temporary ob- 
stacle to thiMr progre><s, the foremost 
rushing blindlv on to certain deatli, and 
fresh armies instantly following, till a 
hank was formed of the carcases of 
those wiiich were drowned suliicient to 
dam up the waters and allow the main 
bo»ly to pass over in safety. Even fire 
was tried without effect. When it was 
lighted to arrest their route they rushed 
into the blaze in such myriads as to ex- 
tinguish it." Such was the devastation 
caused by these little invaders that a re- 
ward of twenty thousand pounds was 
offered, and in vain, for their destruc- 
tion, and they were not got rid of until 
a deluge ol rain fell and swept them
